New Hampshire Primary 
1st Ballots Give Lead 
To McCarthy^ Nixon 


Concord, N.H. iJPi — New Hampshire voted beneath over­ 
cast skies Tuesday on Richard Nixon’s Republican presi­ 
dential nomination quest and Sen. Eugene McCarthy’s Demo­ 
cratic challenge to President Johnson. 
There were indications the 
turnout might be light for the 
nation’s opening presidential 
primary. 
The first trickle of ballots 
counted in tiny towns in the 
White Mountains sent Nixon 
and McCarthy into miniature 
leads. 
Those ballots, from Water­ 
ville Valley and Hart’s Loca­ 
tion, gave Nixon 15 votes; 
New York Gov. Nelson Rocke­ 
feller 4 write-in ballots. 
McCarthy picked up eight 
Democratic votes in Water- 
ville Valley; New York Sen. 
Robert F. Kennedy two write- 
ins. Johnson’s name was writ­ 
ten in on the only Democratic 
ballot cast at Hart’s Location. 
In Washington, presidential 
press secretary George Chris­ 
tian, asked whether Johnson 
had commented on the pri­ 
mary, merely replied: “We’re 
watching the New Hampshire 
vote.’’ 
Even before the ballot cast­ 
ing began, Nixon acknowl­ 
edged that “ gamesmanship’’ 
would be a major factor in 
determining who were the 
winners ai^ who were the 
losers in the lead-off voting 
of the 1968 presidential race. 
Nixon’s o nl y Republican 
challenge was the late-start­ 
ing write-in move for Rocke­ 
feller and the only real ques­ 
tion for the former vice presi­ 
dent is the margin by which 
he runs ahead. 
“I figure this,’’ Nixon said, 
“ if we win 2 to 1, I’ll be hap­ 
py.’’ 
There may have been a bit 
of gamesmanship in that. By 
forecasting Rockefeller would 
get 30% or more of the vote, 
Nixon was setting a target far 
higher than that chosen by 


tire New Ymrker’s supporters. 
The same thing was going 
on in the Democratic race. 
McCarthy said he hoped to ob­ 
tain 30% of the vote and 
added it was “probably a lit­ 
tle too much’’ to forecast a 
victory in his campaign of 
protest a g a i n s t Johnson’s 
course in the Vietnam war. • 
Johnson’s iwomoters said 
McCarthy might get up to 
40% of the vote against the 
write-in effort being staged 
for the President. 
McCarthy m en acknowl­ 
edged they needed a substan­ 
tial showing in New Hamp­ 
shire to get the campaign 
contributions they will need 
for the primaries still ahead. 
New Hampshire has cost Mc­ 
Carthy’s campaign organiza­ 
tion at least |1SO,000, probably 
more. Gov. John W. King, 
chief spokesman for the John­ 
son effort, claimed the figure 
was nearer $250,000. 
In any event, McCarthy, 
with five primaries 
s t i l l 
ahead, needed a sizable show­ 
ing in New Hampshire to en­ 
courage financial backers. 
The withdrawal of Michigan 
Gov. George Romney as a 
pretideotial candidate, even 
though his name remains on 
the ballot, left the primary 
without a real contest among 
Republicans. 
In addition to stating a presi­ 
dential preference, voters are 
choosing eight delegates to 
the Republican national con­ 
vention and 24 to the Demo­ 
cratic convention. Delegates 
are chosen separately and are 
not bound to the winner of 
the preference poll.

mission on Civil Disorders said that “abrasive relation­ 
ships between police and Negroes’’ have been a major 
source of rioting in the racial ghettos of America’s cities. 
It added: 
“Negroes firmly believe 
that p o l i c e brutality and 
harassment occur repeat­ 
edly In N e g r o neighbor­ 
hoods . . . the true extent 
of excessive and unjusti­ 
fied use of force is difficult 
to determine . . . 
“Physical abuse is only 
oue source of aggravation 
in the ghetto. In nearly ev­ 
ery city surveyed, the com­ 
mission beard complaints of 
harassment of Interracial 
couples, dispersal of social 
street gatherings, and t h e 
stopping of Negroes on foot 
or in cnrs witbiMtt obfeetlve 
basis. These, togettier with 
contemptuous and degrading 
verbal abuse, have great im­ 
pact in the ghetto . . . 
“'The strength of ghetto 


feelings about hostile police 
conduct may even be ex- 
oeeded by the conviction 
that ghetto neighborhoods 
are not given adequate po­ 
lice protection. . . 
“The commission recom­ 
mends that city govern­ 
ments . . . review police 
operations in the ghetto to 
insure proper conduct by po­ 
lice officers and eliminate 
abrasive practices . . . pro­ 
vide more adequate protec­ 
tion to ghetto residents to 
eliminate their high sense 
of insecurity . . . (and) es­ 
tablish fair an^ effective 
mechanisms for the redress 
of grievances against the

“We had no contact with 
the plane nntH he landed at 
Havana,’’ Boatman said. 
It was the second airliner 
to be hijacked en route from 
Tampa to Miami in three 
weeks. A Delta DCS carrying 
109 persons was hijacked Feb. 
21 by a mao wanted for rob­ 
bery in West Virginia. 
The FAA said the National 
jet departed Tampa at 11:32 
a.m. 
“When he got over Fort My­ 
ers, where he should have 
made his inboard turn to Mi­ 
ami, the pilot continued south­ 
ward,’’ Boatman said. 
A National spokesman said 
the flight originated la San 
Francisco and had m a d e 
steps in Las'Vegas, Nev., and 
New Orleans before heading 
for Tampa and Miami.

If More Men Go to Vietnam’ 


Fulbright: Not Seeking to Give News to Enemy 


Washington (UPI) — Secre­ 
tary of State Dean R u s k 
IHiesday promised the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee 
that tiie administration would 
consult “with the a{> propriate 
members of Congress’’ if it 
needs to send more troops to 
Vietnam. 
That was the best in tbe way 
of a commitment that th e 
committee could get from the 
secretary, despite Chairman 
J. W i l l i a m Fulbright’s re­ 
peated demands for informa­ 
tion now en whether Presi­ 
dent Johnson planned a major 
increase in forces beyond the 
inresently authorized level of 
525,100 men. 
“If more troops are needed, 
we will, as we have done in 
the past, consult with the ap­ 
propriate members of Con­ 
gress,’’ Rusk told Fulbright 
despite the senator’s demands 
that his committee be con­ 
sulted before any further es­ 
calation. 
The 11 hours of public hear­ 
ings, which disclosed th e 
depth of congressional frus­ 
tration 
and 
dismay 
over 
events in Vietnam and future 
{»licy, e n d e d shortly after 
1 p.m. 
Protocol 
The Arkansas Democrat, a 
bitter critic of administration 
{)olicy, thanked Rusk for ap­ 
pearing and called him an ef­ 
fective advocate for Presi­ 
dent Johnson’s {>olicy. Rusk 
replied by expressing grati­ 
tude for the “courtesy” with 
which he had been treated. 
The two antagonists main­ 
tained until the end the cool 
I> oliteness with which t h e y 
conduct themselves despite 
deep and bitter differences. 
Earlier Tuesday this bitter­ 
ness surfaced momentarily 
when Rusk charged Fulbright 
was seeking to force public 
disclosure of information val­ 
uable to the enemy. 
The chairmaa denied this, 
saying he only sought to de­ 
termine, on behalf of the 
American public, whether any 
major change in policy was 
in prospect 
Rusk said secretaries 
of 
state during the Korean War 
and World War II did not tes­ 
tify in public on “military 
o{>eration8 in the face of the 
enemy.” 
He quoted former President 
Dwight Eisenhower as having 
told President Johnson re­ 
cently that he would love to 
be North Vietnam’s defense 
chief, Gen. Vo Nguyen Giap, 
and know just what the U.S. 
planned to do in the months 
ahead. 
As the Vietnam policy de­ 
bate reached a new high in 
bitterness, the secretary also 
invited Congress to rescind 
the 1964 Tonkin Gulf Resolu­ 
tion if a majority believed — 
as some members h a v e 
charged — that President 
Johnson has exceeded his au­ 
thority. Rusk added, however, 
he thought such action “would 
be a very serious mistake.”

dug to within 100 yards of the 
perimeter.

lery bombardment of Di e n 
Bien Phu began on March 13, 
1954. At the end the Commu­ 
nists charged in human waves 
through the same type of zig­ 
zag tunnels and the fortress 
fell on May 7, signalling the 
end of French rule in Indo­ 
china. 
In Khe Sanh, Intolligeace 
sources said Gen., Vo Nguyen 
Giap, North Vietnam’s de­ 
fense minister and master­ 
mind of the French defeat at 
Dien Bien Phu 14 years ago, 
is in next door Laos directing 
the assault. 
The military sources said 
the U.S. Ckimmand had with­ 
held use of the delayed-action 
bombs until now, to get the 
best use of the new ty{>e at 
Khe Sanh. They said the 
bombs weigh 750 pounds and 
bore 15 to 20 feet into the 
ground before their m a i n 
explosive charge is triggered. 
Air Missions 
In other action, U.S. jets 
! flew 76 m is s i o n s against 
North Vietnam Mo n da y , 
striking six targets within 85 
miles of Hanoi. U.S. spokes­ 
men said one prime target 
was Hanoi Radio, nerve cen­ 
ter for the nation’s military 
communications. Other tar­ 
gets included airfields, radar 
sites and train Unes. 
One Air Force F4 Phantom 
was downed during the raids, 
a spokesman said, and th e 
two crewmen are missing. It 
was the 808th U.S. combat 
plane announced lost in the 
air war against the Commu­ 
nist North. 
Hanoi claimed two U.S.

Forget about Richard M. 
Nixon’s presumably easy vic­ 
tory in N Nebraska’s May 14 
Reiniblican primary election. 
Let pass for a moment Min­ 
nesota Sen. Eugene J. McCar­ 
thy’s effort on the same day 
to prove his Democratic par­ 
ty muscle against President 
Johnson. 
Reflect, rather, on what the 
primary holds in store strict­ 
ly for Nebraska. 
Popularity Contest 
And that is the darndest 
intra-party pofmlarity contest 
maybe ever conducted by po­ 
litical organizations in t h i s 
state. The potential for em- 
b a r r a s s m e n t , 
partica- 
larly among Republicans, is 
so vast a forecast of attem{>t- 
ed election law changes in the 
1969 Legislature rates as fully 
reasonable. 
Nebraska will send 18 dele­ 
gates to the RepuUlcan con­ 
vention at Miami Beach in 
August. All 18 wiU be picked 
by party members in o p e n 
competition at the polls May 
14. 
Six of those delegates are 
to be elected from the con­ 
gressional districts—two from 
each district. The remaining 
10 will be elected at large, 
each Republican having 10 
votes to cast. 
SO So Far 
As of Tuesday noon, 30 men 
and women had filed for elec­ 
tion to 10 at-large openings. 
They include some of the best- 
known names in the GOP hi­ 
erarchy. They represent dif­ 
ferent points of view within 
the party 
structure. 
Some 
candidates for delegates are 
committed, but most are not. 
The opportunity for th e 
rank-and-file voter to con­ 
found will grow daily — until 
Friday. That’s the last day 
for individuals to file for dele- 
gates. 
By then, as many as 50 Re- 
{»iblicans may be in the race 
for the 10 at-large seats, with 
40 of the faithful fighting for 
the six district delegate roles. 
Competition for 'llemann 
Gov. Norbert T. Tiemann is 
but one of the many running 
at largo. He’s having to com­ 
pete with such well-known 
personalities as Sen. Roman 
L. Hruska; a pair of former 
GOP state chairmen, Charles 
Thone of Lincoln and Walter 
Witthoff of Fremont; former 
Gov. Val Peterson; Omaha 
Mayor A. V. Sorensen; State 
Sen. Terry Carpenter; Uni­ 
versity Regent Richard L. 


Herman of Omaha; one-time 
GOP gubernatorial nominee 
John Ckioper of Humboldt; ex- 
Young Republicans President 
Ron Romans of Ralston; two 
members of the State Board 
of Education — Allen F. Burk- 
hardt of Norfolk and F r a n k 
Landis of L i n c o l n ; well- 
known Sandhills rancher Don 
Hanna Jr. of Brownlee, and 
Dr. Fay Smith, former State 
Medical Assn. p r e s i d e n t , 
among others. 
Carpenter jum(>ed into the 
swim Tuesday, pledged to 
help nominate California Gov.

Behind Nixon’s banner — 
so far—are Peterson, Romans, 
Stuart F. Hansen of Norfolk 
and Peter F. Petersen of 
Omaha.

Tiemann — still regarded as 
a newcomer by some — leads 
the ticket?

The secretary of state re- 
I>orted that Monday he asked 
the Justice Dept, for a let­ 
ter opinion if a candidate’s 
name could be reinstated on 
the ballot once an affidavit 
was filed by the individual to 
remove his name. 
Later in the day, Marsh 
said, he withdrew 
the re­ 
quest for a legal opinion. 
“Extended research an d 
consultation 
wi t h 
several 
sources regarding the legal 
indubitableness of any affi­ 
davit Monday evening pro­ 
duced the 
final 
decision,” 
Marsh said. 
There is no place in the 
1965 Nebraska law re-estab­ 
lishing the all-star primary 
which makes provision for re­ 
entering candidates once re­ 
moved, nor “going behind” 
an individual’s disclaimer of 
candidacy. 
Marsh said Rockefeller met 
all tests of the law to take 
himself out of the Nebraska 
popularity race. 
Stromer Called 
To get the largest possible 
views. Marsh said he called 
former Lincoln Sen. Marvin 
E. Stromer, sponsor of t h e 
1965 law. 
“He reinforced our decision 
that the ’affidavit was bind­ 
ing and must be honored’,” 
Marsh said. “ He candidly 
commented, however, that the 
Rockefeller affidavit is ‘full of 
pragmatic hyprocrisy’.” 
Marsh concluded his deci­ 
sion very likely “wUl be a dis­ 
appointment to Nebraska Re­ 
publicans.

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Red Establishment Moves 
To Curb East Europe Unrest

The Communist establish­ 
ment Tuesday moved against 
a surge of unrest in Eastern 
, Europe unprecedented since 
the 1956 Hungarian uprising. 
In Warsaw police and mili­ 
tiamen stood r e a d y with 
water cannon, tear gas gre­ 
nades and clubs Tuesday to 
put down any further trouble 
after three days of street riot­ 
ing which the Polish press 
branded as 
"anti-state"—a 
Communist term for anti­ 
communist. 
In Prague, a party Polit­ 
buro member Tuesday pub­ 
lished a statement condemn­ 
ing a growing wave of criti­ 
cism of Communist official­ 
dom by the newly unleashed 
Czech press. 
In East Germany one of 
the more sternly pro-Soviet 
regimes, the official ADN 
news agency Tuesday con­ 
demned a movement toward 
"liberalization" in Czechoslo­ 
vakia where longtime party 
chieftain Antonin Novotny has 
been replaced by a younger 
man said to be more inde­ 
pendent of Moscow. 
The wave of unrest tingling 
the spine of c o m m un i s m 
across E a s t e r n 
Europe 
reached into Romania. In Bu­ 
charest the 
party leaders 
again were saying "nyet" to 
Moscow, and doing It to their 
faces in Geneva where the 
Romanians openly were op­ 
posing Soviet plans for a 
treaty banning the spread of 
nuclear arms. 
300 'Detained* 
In Warsaw, where univer­ 
sity students rioted for "free­ 
dom" until put down by club- 
swinging police Friday and 
Saturday, the capital press 
said about 300 persons — in­ 
cluding only a fev/ students 
—were "detained" after more 
street battles Monday. 
University students in War­ 
saw said they 
w o ul d be 
"tough" in bargaining with 
school officials who suddenly 
agreed to listen to campus de­ 
mands for more rights. But 
the Warsaw newspaper Zycie 
Warszaway said the capital 
riots were "clearly demon­ 
strations of an anti-people 
and anti-state character.** It 
hailed the need for "unshak­ 
able friendship’* with the So­ 
viet Union. The Polish trou­ 
bles grew out of the party 
closing of a play applauded 
for being anti-Russian. 


In Czechoslovakia, Prague

Stockholm UfH — Five American defectors who sought 
asylum in Sweden have returned to their units or home, 
officials said Tuesday. 
Only one was named. He is 
Ray Jones, 21, Detroit, the 
first U.S. soldier to defect to 
Sweden in protest to the war 
in Vietnam, the usual reason 
given by other American de­ 
fectors. 
American informants said 
Jones returned to his unit in 
West Germany Tuesday. He 
had been granted permission 
to remain in Sweden after ar­ 
riving in January, 1967, and 
had been teaching ballet. 
Jones called at the U.S. Em­ 
bassy Tuesday morning a n d 
requested assistance to return 
to his unit. The sources said 
he was provided funds for the 
air fare to Frankfurt. He was 
accompanied by his German- 
born wife and their child. 
The sources declined to dis­ 
cuss his reasons for returning 
to his unit, but Jones recent­ 
ly appeared on a Swedish ra­ 
dio-television pr o g r a m in 
which he expressed regret that 
he had ever come to Sweden. 
Two other American defec­ 
tors who had been absent 
without leave from their units 
in West Germany for more 
than a week, also turned 
themselves in to the U.S. Em­ 
bassy here Monday. 
They, too, asked for assis­ 
tance to return to their out­ 
fits and were given the nec­ 
essary financial help, sources 
said. Their names were with­ 
held. 
They were quoted as having 
said that they met some of 
the estimated 35 American de 
factors now in Sweden and 
that they were being used by 
Swedish 
organizations 
sup­ 
porting the Viet Cong. 
A New York Reservist who 
had been called for duty in 
Vietnam, turned up at the.U.S. 
Embassy a couple of weeks 
ago and was given his air 
fare to return home.

David Lumsden, 26-year-old 
service station operator, was 
the only survivor. He was 
taken to a hospital, suffering 
from first and second degree 
bums. 
His wife Dianae died tn 
route to the hospital. T he 
children were identified as 
Keith, 7, Kathleen, f, David, 
5, Kevin, 4, ’Tracv, 2% and 
n baby, tlx months. 
Firemen said the blaze 
started shortly before dawn 
in Lumsden’s 1%-story home 
In suburban North York. 
A p o l i c e m a n said six 
or eight cars passed Lums­ 
den as he screamed for help. 
The d y i n g mother was 
found in a front bedroom of 
the six-room house. A baby 
was found dead in a crib in 
the same room. 
Another body was found on 
the ground floor and f o ur 
others were found in twb at­ 
tic bedrooms. 
Although they used masks, 
firemen were unable to get 
into the house at first becauae 
of dense smoke. When they 
did, Mrs. Lumsden was taken 
outside and given mouth-to- 
mouth resuscitation, but in 
vain. 
Constable Ronald BoUick, 
the first policeman to arrive, 
drove the hysterical father to 
Humber Memorial Hospital in 
his cruiser. He later was 
transferred to Western Hos­ 
pital where a spokesman said 
he had second-degree bums 
on 30 to 40% of his body. 
"They wouldn’t stop. They 
wouldn’t stop,” L um s d e n 
kept mumbling en ronte to the 
hospital, the officer reported.

^Messy Situa tio n^ Av o ida ble 


Without voter approval of a new city char­ 
ter tax ceiling on May 14, Lincoln will face 
a “messy situation,” warns Fred Herring ton, 
chairman of the City Charter Revision Com­ 
mittee.

This assessment reaUy is quite an 
understatement of the consequences of 
turning down a charter chang e in the ex ist­ 
ing limitation on property tax es. This al­ 
most surely would lead to chaos and a 
serious threat to the whole structure of 
city g overnment. 
* 
* 
• 
This is why it is so important that a major 
effort be org anized and carried out in the 
nex t two months to acquaint the voters of 
Lincoln with the urg ency of chang ing the char­ 
ter and with the provisions of the sug g ested 
chang e. Most appropriately, the City Council 
and the Charter Revision Committee 
h a v e 
started mapping strateg y for the May vote. 
The essential fact of the matter is that 
without a charter chang e, the city of Lincoln 
will be stripped of about 60% of its tax ing 
authority. TTiis stems from the action of the 
last Leg islature in repealing the property tax 
on intang ibles, such as stocks, bonds and 
bank deposits. 
* 
* 
• 
The impact of the leg islative chang e is 
this: The present charter bases the city 
tax ceiling on the total valuation of all 
tax able property. Intang ibles presently 


make up about 60% of this total. You 
take away intang ibles, as the Leg islature 
has done, and you take away some 60% of 
the tax money the city has been raising . 
Obviously, the loss of more than half its 
revenues would cripple city g overnment 
beyond all reason. 


It’s as simple as that. The proposed 
chang e is just as simple. 
It would have the effect of merely con­ 
tinuing the charter ceiling as it is now. It 
would do this by restating the ceiling in dol­ 
lars of revenue, rather than in valuation of 
property, the dollars of revenue being that 
which is currently permitted by the charter. 
This dollar ceiling then would be allowed to 
rise by 7% a year, which is the same increase 
that has resulted in recent years from the 
current ceiling . The ceiling has risen in the 
past larg ely because of the increasing value 
of intang ible property. 
So what we would have in Lincoln under 
the proposed chang e would be a property tax 
ceiling that continues to function as nearly 
as possible as it has in the past. As in the 
past, it can be assumed that the City Council 
will maintain actual ex penditures somewhat 
below the allowable limit. 
*

This, in a nutshell. Is the information 
which must be fully ex plained and im­ 
pressed upon Lincoln voters in the nex t 
two months. No time or effort should be 
spared in accomplishing this task.

In fact, he has now indicated 
that altered circumstances mig ht move him 
after all to enter the Oreg on primary on 
May 28 , thoug h he had heretofore said he 
would not.

What all this means is that his central 
hope is that a g roundswell leading toward a 
draft for him at the convention may be subtly 
fed between now and May. If something of 
thit sort can indeed be initiated and if it looks 
b y May to be picking up g enuine momentum, 
the primaries will see very little indeed of 
Nelson Aldrich Rockefeller. If not, he will re- 
ai^raise the situation and may possibly g o 
into some primaries — as few as possible.

Nix on, for one illustration, is taking the 
hard line on crime and racial disorders, 
where Rockefeller is taking , thoug h far more 
quietly, a much softer one. Implicit in this, 
as indeed in everything else Nix on is doing 
and saying , is both g reat opportunity and g reat 
dang er. 
There is no real doubt that the public g en­ 
erally is fed up with race ex tremism, and 
Nix on, as the ex positor of that feeling , has a 
clear chance to benefit from it. Neverthe­ 
less- there is peril here.

For what he is saying also has the poten­ 
tiality of further alienating

g roups in those vast urban complex es where 
he is already weak in comparison with Rocke­ 
feller and where the crucial electoral vote is 
disproportionately powerful.

Ag ain, Nix on’s recent promise to “end’* 
the Vietnam war without saying quite how is 
a case of throwing the dice in a g o-for-broke 
g ame. 
But Rockefeller will very soon have to 
speak out on Vietnam. Thoug h his position has 
always been pro-war, it has not been tren­ 
chantly ex pressed — and hardly at all for 
months now. He is now the beneficiary of a 
pledg e of support, should the nomination fall 
to him, from the man he himself refused in 
1964 to support — Barry Goldwater.

Ca n d id Decla ra tio n 
If he owes Goldwater personally nothing 
in return, he surely owes the hawkish main­ 
stream of the GOP itself a full and candid 
declaration that on this matter he is at one 
with the others. Playing it safe is an accepta­ 
ble tactic for the short run, but it will not 
suffice in the end for such transcendental 
questions as Vietnam.

Th e Lincoln Board of Education Tuesday agreed to 
Lincoln Education Association (LEA) requests for p olicies 
p roviding for eergency leaves, academic leaves and free 
p arking p rivileges, but left several matters to be negotiated. 
Ap p earing likely to be th e 
major p oint of contention was 
th e question of wh at matters 
are subject to negotiation. 
Th e LEA h ad requested a 
lowering of th e p up il-teach er 
ratio but th e board, in its 
counter-p rop osal, skirted t h e 
issue by stating th at it “does 
not intend nor does it exp ect 
its staff to make decisions uni­ 
laterally .” 
Th at statement l e f t op en 
th e question wh eth er s u c h 
matters as calendar, curricu­ 
lum, f l e xi b l e sch eduling, 
tach er load and p rocedure 
sh ould be negotiable or sh ould 
be board or administrative 
decisions after “p articip ation” 
by LEA rep resentatives. 
Oth er Subjects 
Oth er matters on w h i c h 
f i r m agreement was not 
reach ed: 
—ExteBsion o t death leave from 
a maximum of th ree day s to a 
maximum of five day s.

It was agreed th at a joint study 
sh ould be conducted regarding 
th e retirement sy stem. 
Th e question of a gy mnasi- 
um-food service addition at 
Huntington Sch ool was h eld 
in abey ance until a March 19 
work session wh en arch itect 
Sam Freeman questioned th e 
board’s sch edule for arch i­ 
tects’ fees. 
Fees 4% of Cost 
For a number of y ears ar­ 
ch itects h ave been p roviding 
design and engineering ser­ 
vices at 4% of th e p roject cost 
but construction sup ervision, 
usually also p rovided by ar­ 
ch itects, h as been h andled 
by sch ool p ersonnel. 
Freeman told th e board 
th at on th e basis of h is ex­ 
p erience with th e R i l e y 
Sch ool and North east High 
Sch ool additions, h e could not 
“do business” with th e board 
at 4%. 
“Th ere is no reason for me 
to work for noth ing, wh ich 
is wh at I h ave been doing. 
In fact, I h ave been working 
at a loss,” Freeman said. 
“We all h ave to make a p rof­ 
it and on jobs th e size of 
North east and Huntington I 
can’t make a p rofit at 4%.” 
Th e board agreed to dis­ 
cuss th e matter at n e xt 
week’s work session after 
Freeman noted th at “it is not 
fair to p ay th e same p ercent­ 
age fee on a $6 million h igh 
sch ool building and on a 
$30,(NX) remodeling job.” 
Th e board ap p roved th e 
p rincip le of p ermitting voca­ 
tional classes to be taugh t 
away from th e sch ool p rem­ 
ises.

—A vocatlonal-teclinical sch ool 
op erated by th e sch ool district 
—A vocatlonal-tech nical sch ool 
on an area basis op erated inde­ 
p endently of th e sch ool district. 
—Creation of a vocational-tech ­ 
nical sch ool wh ich would later 
evolve into a junior coUege. 
Th e h istory of such sch ools, 
Prasch said, is th at th ey usually 
devebp into a 13th and 14th y ear 
comp reh ensive educational p ro­ 
gram aimed at p rep aration for a 
career.

”ka Nu rsing Home Assn., re- 
p(» :ted some 250 participants 
at the pu blic hearing repre­ 


sented 7,300 of the state’s 12,- 
000 nu rsing-care home beds. 
The Cou ncil, obv iou sly in fa­ 
v or of u pgrading homes with­ 
ou t u ndu e hardship on pa­ 
tients and operators, approv ed 
a requ irement for all homes 
starting constru ction after this 
Ju ly 1 to prov ide not less than 
120 sq. ft. per bed in single 
rooms, and not less than 90 
sq. ft. per bed in mu lti-bed 
rooms. 
Bu t they eliminated ru les 
c a 111 n g for 8 ft. corridors, 
(asking instead for an in­ 
crease to 7 ft.); care homes 
to meet skilled nnrslnf home 
staiHhirds after Ju ly , 1974, and 
redu ction of patienta to meet 
the higher proposed per b e d 
space. 
One standard calling for 
elev ators in homes where bed­ 
fast or wheelchair patients are 
kept on floors abov e grou nd 
lev el was retained. Another 
citing compliance with f i r e 
m a r s h a l regu lations was 
dropped since ^ s is cov ered 
elsewhere in the docu ment. 
Bed space requ irements for 
homes licensed prior to this

Verne Pangbom, state hos­ 
pital director, said enforce­ 
ment agai nst a v iolating 
h om e means cou rt action 
mu st be taken. This is not 
so for the State Fire Mar­ 
shal's office, he added. 
He said the 1967 Legislatu re 
was asked for more hospital 
div ision staff withou t su ccess.
